A Tripartite Interview.

‘*But atl pianks,’’ said Mr. Hitebcock, ‘‘are 
not necessarily Prohibition:‘or anti-Prohibition 
I think you will find that the fourth section of 
the platform expresses very nearly the conclu- 
sion of the Republican party upon this head 
There is a great deal of thinking to be done 
upon this question, and the people are think 
ing about it.’’ 

‘You see,’’ interjected Mr. Henderson, 
‘*that the people have not distinguished 
enough. Thereisalarge number who have 
no objection to wine or beer, but who do want 
to stainp out whisky.’’ 

‘‘Itis free liquor that is the great dan- 
ger to the country,’’ said Mr. Hitchcock. 

**Will theGermans look at the plank in this 
Platform as you do?’’ 

‘*Thev nust. Weask fora strict enforce- 
ment of the existinglaw. Wedo not demand 
prohibitory law We ask that laws be passed |. 
Which will permit the State to effectually reg- 
ulate and control the liquor traffic, not to pro- 
hibitit. Wewere particularly careful in the 
wording of our statement of opinion, and we 
stood by it. think every iman who 
will read the platform carefully 
must aamit that we have marked outthe man- 
ner in which the problem is,\to be solved. 
Devend uponit that there is a great deal of 
thinking being done in Missouri just now. 
People are maklnug up their minds upon this 
issue, and I believe the drift of opinion is set- 
ting our way.’ 

**Before you go,’’ said Mr. Henderson, 
‘just put down tne fact that Hitchcock is 
going to inake speeches in siaty-four counties 
during the Campaign.’’ 


**Don’t you do anything oft the 
kind. I ma speak, but I do not 
ang to have sucha flood of eloquence as 

at.’ 


‘*What do you think of the chances of your 
ticket?’’

One tbe track between South San Leandro 
and the High Street Station, Alameda, half 
amile fon thé San Leandro side, is a long 
treatle bridge over an estuary of the bay.

Starr’s FKiying Machine.

George W. Starr, of Tennessee, is showing 
models of his new air-ship to interested per- 
sons in Cooper Institute this evening. The 
full-sized air-ship, as designed by Mr. Starr, 
which will cost abou! $1,200 to construct, will 
bein the shape of two cylinders, the outer 
ends pointed, joined together so as tofurma 
straight line, with 2 space between thei 
large enough for a wiud- wheel to revoive, its 
axis belug parallel with the cylinders. Be- 
tween the cylinders wi!! aivo be suspended 
the cur tocontain the engine that runes the 
wheel, and the operator and supplies of 
water and coal gas tofeed the engine. ‘The 
length of the air-ship wil! be 1382 feet, 
the diameter of the cylinders 18 feet, the di- 
ameter of the propelling whee! 26 feet, the ca- 
pacity of the cylinders for holdiog gas 2,800 
cubic feet, and the ascending power of the 
gas 1,904 pounds. A rudder at the stern will 
steer the ship, asmail vane on an upright 
axis will serve toraise and lower it, and a 
weicht hung longitudinaliy below it on a 
movable cape will govern its inclination. Mr.. 
Starr thinks that bis invention will be espe- 
cially useful for reconnoitering in time of 
war, for carrying mails Overrough country, 
etc. He says that extra cviinders, with cars 
suspended beneath, can be drawn like a train 
of cars with the single propeller.

WAT TYLER REVIVED. 

Mr. M. H. HYNDMAN, President of a politi- 
cal organization in England called the Demo- 
cratic Federation, has an article in the Octo- 
ber issue of the North American Review on 
the ‘*Coming Revolution in Enogland,” in 
which he telis us that the education of the 
masses of that country is paving the way toa 
complete social and political reorganization 
before the end of the present century. In- 
stead of ‘‘clinging to old forms apd rever- 
ences” as the illiterate English masses have 
done for so many generations, he thinks 
that intelligence is rapidly transforming 
them from a passive to an active force, 
teaching them to discuss from a revolu- 
tionary standpoint the question wheth- 
er their government ana social organi- 
zation treat them with fairness, aud whether 
the conditions which leave them so little 
chance for better Jiving shall be amended or 
wholly reconstructed from turret to founda- 
tion. 

While great changes bave occurred in 
France and other countries within periods of 
time as brief as the remainder of this century, 
Mr. HYNDMAN says that England is still with- 
out reforms admitted to be necessary by 
Lord CHATHAM in his day. L788 than 30,000 
men own ali the land upon which 30,000,000 
of people reside in Great Britain, and the 
House of Commons, elected by only 3,000,000, 
the rest being disfranchised by property 
qualifications, is a caucus of landlords 
and capitalists whose interest it is to grind 
the people down to starvation wages, and to 
take care that allthe wealth-producing de- 
velopment shall yield luxury and riches to 
the small ruling class rather than comfort to 
the millions whose toil produces the national 
wealth. Over this so-called popular branch 
of the legislature is the vast persopal influ- 
ence of the hereditary House, and the result 
briefly summed up, as it appears to Mr. 
HYNDMAN, is this: 

In no civilized country in the world is there 
such a monopoly of iand asin Great Britain; 
in no country are capital, machinery and 
credit so concentrated in the hands of a class; 
in no country isth:; contrast between the ex- 
cessive wealth ofthe few and the grinding 
poverty ot the many so striking; in no Country 
isthe machinery of government so entirely in 
the hauds ofthe non-producing classes; io no 
country is justice so dear, or its administra- 


tion so completely in the hands of the govern- 
ing Classes who make the laws. 


All of this may be true without producing, 
as the J?eview writer anticipates, a more far- 
reaching revolution than has eve: occurred ir 
any other country. 
before the New England Mechanics’ 
tute, Mr. BDWARD ATKINSON made some 
interesting comparisons between the lot of 
the wage earners in England and in the 
United States. While Eogland’s annual 


‘earnings amount to about 60 cents daily per 


capita, and ours to but 50 cents, he shows 
that the disparity of condition between the 
wage earners of the two countries is not fully 
revealed by these figures, because the di- 
vision is more equitable in this land of tini- 
versal suffrage. The unequal distribution of 
the annual earnings of England gives $1 25 
a day to each man, woman and child of the 
6,000,000 who constitute the upper and mid- 
die classes, and but 30 cents a day per capita 
to the 20,000,000 who constitute thelower or- 
working classes. Sut at the same time 

it unfortuntely appears that the Amer- 

ican working man is not 80 much bet- 

ter off than the toiling Eogishman as 

would be inferred from the disparity between 
50 cents and 30 cents a day. The disfran- 
chised Englishman is not so heavily taxed as 
the voting American. The stamp and house 
duty and income tax take $200,000,000 of rev- 
enue from the six millions of people constitut- 

ing the upper and middle classes of Eugland, 
and the twenty millions of people constitut- 
ing the lower classes pay but $150,000,000 of 
taxes. On the other hand almost the entire 

cost of government in this country comes di- 
rectly out of the earnings of the p dor, or in- 
directly out of the purchasing power of their 
wages, so that they live but little better ana 

save but little more than the wage-earners of 
England. We stand it because we have the 
ballot and ean correct the injustice when we 
wish. Give Englishmen universal suffrage, 
and, while they will doubtless correct a great 

many reverend iniquities in an orderly way, 
they will also submit to a great deal of injus- 

tice for ola acquaintance’ sake, as we do, 
without thinking of going into any WaT 
TYLERDusiness on alarge scale.

SEPTEMBER FRADE. 

Reviews of the week’s business in the 
principal cities, as sentto the Associated 
Press to-day, report a better and firmer feel- 
ing in the wheat market, but Jess speculative 
trading, provisions unsettied and fluctuating, 
the volume of trade increasing, and greater 
confidence in its healthy activity to the end 
ofthe year at least. New York reportsa 
continuous rush ofdry goods buyers from 
the country, and the manufacturing centers 
are experiencing such a demand that prices 
have an upward tendency. The aggregate of 
gross exchanges at twenty-six leading clear- 
iog houses of the United States for the week 
ending Septemper 16, was $1,207,273,831 
against $1,070,820,675 for the previous week, 
a considerable gain, though not what we had 
a right to expect at this season of the year. 
As compared with the corresponding week 
of last year, this aggregate shows a business 
increase of 4,3 per cent, while the preceding 
week showed an increase of 17.2 per cent, and 
ihe week before that a decrease of 11.9 as 
compared with corresponding weeks of last 
year. In considering these figures it must 
be borne in mind that-speculation Was a great 
deal more active last September than this, 


and consequently the increase of othe: 
business this year is greater than 
the figures Andicate. It is also 


noteworthy in this connection that the man- 
ufacturing cities ali showup with steady 
gains this month over their business for the 
corresponding period of last year. The in- 
dications are that while speculation has re- 
ceived a decided check, regular business is, 
unexpectedly, also inclined to wait a little 
on the movement of the crops. We now know 
from the high authority of the annual reports 
of M. ESTIENNE, of Marseilles, on the crops 
of Europe, that there is absolutely no de- 
ficiency in tnat quarter, that the world has 
an “over-average” harvest, and that the 
coming year “is therefore likely to be one of 
cheap abundanc:.’”’ This knowledge of course 
discourages any purchases of our grain ex- 
cept to supply the demand for immediate 
consumption, and even depresses the prices 
growing out of that demand. With the feelicg 
of uncertainty about the ready marketing 
of our grain is combined a consciousness that 
we were pretty wel! stocked with foreign 
goods bythe liberal purchases of the past 
twelve months. But while in Europe as 
a whole there is no deficiency of wheat, we 
know that England and other countries will 
need about 150,000,000 bushels, which we 
can supply cheaper than any other people. 
And the good crops ofthe world will enable 
foreign countries to take more of our cotton 
and other products if they need less of our 
wheat. Sothen there is no reason to doubt 
thatthe volume of our exports will fail to 
show the decrease which is feared by some, 
and will therefore soon develop that in- 
creased activity of business which has been 
anticipated from the abundance of all our 
crops this season.

The convention 
refuses to submit the question of 
Prohibition to the people of the State, for fear 
that they might vote wrong. In both cases 
discretion has been thought the better part of 
valor. Keep down public discussion. Avoid 
the direct issue. Settle the matter quietly in 
caucus, rule out minority reports, give trou- 
| blesome questions the ‘‘go-by.’’ 

It is a position unworthy of a great party. 
It is the same narrow policy that, forty years 
ago, strove to keep down the slavery question, 
refused to hear petitions, pronounced al! ap- 
proach tothe subject ‘‘urgconstitutional,’’ and 
declared slave property 80 sacred that no 
moral or religious simples shoun!d meddle with 
it. We all know what was the result then,and a 
similar result will again come. Discussion of 
such subjects and a popular verdict cannot be 
kept down. 

It might be possible for resolute friends of 
temperance to pars such laws, under a license 
system, andto provide such safeguards and 
penalties asto ‘‘reduce tne evil of intoxicat- 
ing drinks toa minimum.’’ But there is no 
hope that such strength of legislation will 
come from legislators elected by men afraid to 
trust the cause to the people themselves. The 
viatform adopted indicates some degree of in- 
tended vigor, and already the anti Pronibi- 
tionists cry out against it. The best we can 
hope for, under the present auspices, is some 
theoretical increase of severity, with abund- 
ant loop-holes of evasion and escape, as at 
present, and a practical continuance of the 
same dramsliop rule under which the best in- 
terests of society aré now suffering, 

if the convention had declared, as its tem- 
perance plank, that strong and efficient laws 
Shall first be enacted, and that it shall then be 
referred to the people to determine whether 
to makeé the trial under such laws or to estab- 
lish a law of prohibition, we might have hoped 
for stalwart legislation—a closely restrictive 
license system which might be worth trying 
The failure to take this open and manly course 
leaves but little hope ofimprovement. Inthe 
election of our State Legislators we must, 
therefore, ifwe are wise, keep this point be- 
fore the people, so that men wno are not 
afraid to trust thetr constituents may be 
elected. 

Between a strong legislation, really and 
honestly intended to check, to ‘‘reduce 
to a minimum,’’ the liquor traffic with 
severe and easily applied penalties for 
violation of law; and, on tne other side, 
constitational prohibition of manufac. 
ture and sale, a fair-minded man might 
hesitate. But as things stand now and are 
likely tostand, nay, are sure to stand if left 
to the present manipulators, the short road is 
the only safe road. Insist upon a popular 
vote. Up to that point, at least, let Missouri 
tollow the lead of lowa, by the united action 
of all friends of ‘temperance, whether Demo. 
crats or Republicans. It is no longer a party 
iasue, ifit ever was one. It becomes a 
question, moral and political, of life or 
death. You very justly say, Mr. Ecitor, 
and I thank you fer the word, that the ‘‘wo- 
man-power is behind the Prohibition move- 
ment.’’ And why? The safety of our homes 
and firesides, the moral education of our chil- 
dren, the guiet of our neighborhoods, are ul)! 
at stake. Leave the question to the wives and 
mothers of Missourt, and either absolute pro- 
hibition or laws so strict as to be practically 
the same thing and equally unacceptable to 
the whisky dealers, would be the sure and 
speedy result.

Certain Considerations on Beauty in 
Dress. 


“You will find no women engaged in that 
work who wii! not advise you not to enter it, 
and if you are determined to try to establish 
yourself in it you will not find one willing to 
help you,” was the remark a gentleman made 
recently to a young lady who desired to enter 
a certain occupation. The gentleman himself 
has long been engaged in the same profession, 
and so, of course, has known more or less of 
the women who work in it. If this remark 
jsbased on experience with representative 
women of this profession it speaks badly nov 
oly for ali the women engaged in it, but for 
women in general. For such a desire as 
he seems to think they possess, to 
keep out other women who wish to 
enter their profession, could arise only from 
superlative selfishness and the most dis- 
gusting greed and envy. If they themse'ves 
do not like that profession anddo not think 
it one suitable for women it is bardly prova- 
able they would remain init. At least, there 
would be no reason under the sun way they 
should continue work therein, with 80 many 
avocations open to wemen that their choice 
is almost unlimited, and they have only as 
choosing a vocation to consider their indi- 
vidual preferences and abiliues; besides, if 
they do not like their work they have no 
moral right to continue it. For any perso: 
to do work that he does not enjoy doing, 
ani, therefore, cannot ao well, 
is to wrongs bimseif, those whe fre- 
ceive the results of his labor, and some one 
else who Is fitted to occupy the position he 
holds, to do his work well and who would be 
pappvin it. He is a discord in the social 
economy, and not only is he pimself di-cord- 
snt but be propegates discord. There really 
is pot much choice between -uch a Cne per- 
sistentiy occupying a position for which he is 
not by temperament fitted and continually 
grumbling about his work, not enjoving it 
himself and keeping some one else put of it 
wno would find the work a constant in -pira- 
tion and source of joy, and the social drone, 
who dues nothing, lives off the fruits of 
ike labors of others, but whois not fit to do 
anythiug else nearly as Weil as he can d 
this. 

Wherefore, there is no reason whv the 
women engaged in that pyrticular profes- 
sion, OF any oLher, should continue working 
nitif they are not happy in their work and 
do not feelthat they are inthe right place. 
and there isevery reason why they should 
Immediately seek some more genial! « ccupa- 
tio « But wheicer they iike their profession 
ornot, Whatreason can there be for their 
ad\i-cng other women not to enter who 
might be fit.ed for it aud enjoy it, asd of re- 
fusiig whateyer assistance Is ip their power 
for muking easiera difficult entrance? If 
the opinion quoted above is true of women 
in this profession it is tiue «f women in 
other professions, true of women generally, 
and could rise from nothing bul a dissatis- 
iew spirit. Which could be bappy

An Immense Electric Balloon. 
From the London Tiines. 

The large electric baiivon projected by M. 
Tissandier is to have the following dimen- 
sions: The electric machine is to weigh 5 cwt., 
and the secondary batteries 17 CwWl., repre- 
-entingabout five borse power. These will 
be carried by au elliptical balloon of a volume 
of 106,000 cubic feet. The batloon is to be 131 
feet long and its diameter in the center 60.7 
feei. The balioon would have a lifting power 
of 32 tous, and consequently would be abie 
to support one ton weight of passengers, bal- 
last, d&e., besides the batieries and machin- 


ery. 

With the air calm its speed would be from 
twelve niles to fifteen miles 
per hour, which, of course, couid 
be maintained for only afew hours. M. Tis- 
sindier intends constructing such a balloon 
sbortiv and undertaking voyages with it over 
and around Paris, The problem of aerial 
uaVigation ean by no means be considered as 
solved With this balloon. Even if the first 
experiments should not give sasisfactory re- 
sults, sume advantage wiil be gained by the 
veneral evidence they Will supply of the 
p.acticability of the idea.

A French Prima Ponna Who Can’t 
Sing—Her Methods. 
New York Letter to the Soston Herala. 


A woman without so much as an octave of 
passable voice for singing has this week met 
with New York auccess ag a prima donna in 
opera. But the opera was enDach’s and 
the woman was Mme. Theo. I mean it fiter- 
ally when I say the people have crowded the 
Fitth Avenue Theater to see her, not to hear 
her, for her conversational! utterance is near- 
ly as weak as hersong. Judge, then, how 
amusivg must be her capers in order to give 
people their money’s worth of show. She is 
smooth and plump, but has no charm of fig- 
ureto help herto visual admiration. Her 
power to please lies wholly in her face, than 
which none ever combined prettiness and 
mobility to agreater degree. Think over 
all the actresses whom you regard a8 beauti- 
ful, and try to name one whose countenance 
is ever comical. Then endeavor to recall a 
comic face that is lovely. After which you 
can realize the scarcity of faces like Theo’s. 
Her husband may know what particular ar- 
rangement ber features settle into when in 
repose, but she doesn’t let her 
audiences find out, so varied and 
rapid is the succession of her 
facial drolleries. Sbe is active in gesticu- 
lation, too, with arms and legs alike, but not 
more so than mauy another actress. Theo is 
only valuable for her face. If anything dis- 
figuring should happen to it she would be of 
no further public use. She ought to take 
extra good care of it. The assembiages who 
find diversions in her fooleries are the most 
intelligent that can be gathered in the metrop- 
olis, and not of a kind to take things without 
criticism. That of the opening night proved 
its quality by hisses when masses of 
flowers were passed upover the footlights. 
liisnowarule, never broken at the Union 
Square, Wallack’s, Daly’s or the Madison 
Square,to permit no fipral offerings to the 
actresses in public. -All flowers must go in by 
the stage door. But the friends of Theo were 
not thus restricted. Immense structures were 
borne down the center aisle by ushers, lifted 
awkwardly over the heads of the muscians 
by the leader, and lugged off by the actress. 
This broke in upon the scenes of the opera 
ridiculously, and at length reproof came in— 
a general hiss. Theo was astonished by the 
sudden lesson, but learned it without rebell- 
Ing, and when the next bunch of flowers was 
handed to her they were hastily thrown aside 
in a way that prevented any more foolishness 
of the kind. 

I have never believed the story that the 
elder Booth once made a company of clergy- 
iInen weep over his recitation of the Lord’s 
prayer. He couid not have affected ordinary 
individuals in that way, much less men who 
were Constantiy using the same petition in 
the way of businezs. But I have vo doubt 
that Theo, if she undertovx such sacrilege as 
to give that revered composition opera bouffe 
treatmeni, could make au audtevce roar at it. 
In proof, take Marietta’s song. in which she 
derides the effeminacy of Capt. Fortunato, a 
character personated in this instance by a 
slender, dainty girl in a dandy uniform. Here 
is a lilerai trauslation of a verse, doing full 
justice to the original, except as to rhymes: 

You an officer and witnout a moustache, 
Bright as a brand new penny; 

You tread upon your scabbard; 

Nota man, butatoy! 

Your boot is a very looking-glass, 

Your shirt front never wrinkles; 

You smeli or bergamot, 

Of Cologne waiter and pachouli! 

You do not scare, but make one laugh; 
How can youder staiwart fellows 
Acknowlege for a chieftain 

A manixin no taller tian that! 

Is there any wit, auy sparkle, any fun 
about that. Well, Theo makes it the bright- 
estaud most laughable thing imaginabie. 
May bel can give an idea of how she cloes it: 
**You an officer” (a stiff strut, toes out,chin 
up aod exyression severe) “and without a 
mustache” (running her finger over her 
lifted upper lip and waziag in auizziecai sur- 
prise at the Captain), ‘und brigbt as a brand 
new penny’’ (s quick giance, takingin ali the 
resplendent beloagings of his uniferm); “tyou 
tread upon your sGavdaru” (ips over an 
imaginary scabbard, recovers her balance and 
scowls pettishiy); “not a man’’(draws herself 
up with dignity) “‘but a boy” (lets herself 
down). “Your boot isa very looking-giass’”’ 
(sticks out one slippered foot); ‘*your shirt 
front wever wrinkies’’ (glances paively at 
her own unwrinkled bosom); you smell of 
bergamot, cologne water and. patchouli!” 
(Sniffs at bim with litt!e gestures of de- 
light.) “Youdo not scare, but make one 
laugh’? (Laughs immoderately while criti- 
cally surveying him.) ‘“‘How can yonder 
stalwart fellows acknowledge for a Chieftain 
a mauikin no taller than that?’

The Mushroom and Its Poison. 
From the London Globe. 

Professor Ponfick, of Breslau, has lately 
made experiments on the common mushroom 
of which the following are the practical re- 
suits: All common mushrooms are poison- 
ous, but cooking deprives themin a greater 
or less degree of their poisonous qualities. 
The repeated washing with coid water which 
thev usually undergo to clean them takes aw.y 
a portion of the poison, anu boiling does the 
rest: but the water in which they have been 
boiled is highly poisonous, and should always 


ve carefully got rid of. Experiments made | 


on dogs showed that if a dog ate 1 per cent of 
its own weight of raw mushrooms it fell sick, 
but recovered; if it ate 1% per cent the poi- 
son had a more violent but not fatal effect, 
— if it ate 2 per cent it was inevitably fa- 


tbe water in which mushrooms bad been 
Voiled was far more poisonous than even the 
raw mushrooms; while the mushrooms thus 
boiled cou'd be taken without hurt to the 
amount of 10 ver cent of the weight of the 
dog’s body. Washing with cold water doos 
not remove all the poison, so that mushrooms 
thus prepared were poisonous when taken io 
larger quantities. Dried mushrooms are still 
dangerous for from twelve to twenty days, 
and aiso the water in which they have been 
boiled. They require to be dried for at least 
a whole month, and are only really safe after 
four months’ drying. 


Women Gaining College Honors. 
From the London Queen, 

The list of candidates who bavé obtained 
honors at the recent examinations of the 
metropolitan university has been issued. In 
intermediate examinations in medicine no 
woman’s name appears in either sections of 
anatomy, materia medica, chemistry or pbvs- 
iology, but in the examinations in arts and 
sciences, more particularly in the sections of 
modern languages, Women are far more suc- 
cessful. The critical study of their mother 
tongue, however seems hardly to be 80 much 
affected by them as that of French and Ge:- 
man, although Miss Annie Dawe, of Bedford 
College, and Miss Louisa Brown, of Cheiten- 
ham, are in the second and third classes of 
honors in Engiish. In Latin, though no femi- 
nine name appears in tbe first class, Miss 
Louisa Macdonald, of University College, 
heads the second, and Miss Helen Pattison, of 
the same college, and Miss H. E. Macklin, of 
Bedford, are in the third. 

In French and German, however, the 
ladies more than bold their own. Miss Mar- 
guerite D. M. Goldschiild of Bedford College 
is first of the first division in French, carry- 
ing off also the extra prize, and in the third 
class are the names of Miss H. Pattison, Miss 
©. Rickett of Bedford Coliege, Miss Adelaide 
Klein and Miss .E. Macklin, both of Queen’s 
College, and Miss Edith M. Pope. in Ger- 
man again the list is headed by a lady, Miss 
E. A. S, Dawes, and Miss Macklin of Bedford 
College is in the third class. 

In the science subjects that are not strictly 
medical the name ot one lady, Miss Elizabeth 
F. Toone, appears in the third class of hon- 
orsin inorganic chemistry, while in experi- 
mental physics Miss Edith Aitkin of Girton 
is in the second class, and Miss Toone and 
Miss C. M. Pole of Bedford College in the 
third. Honorsin botanv fall to the share of 
two ladies, Miss Aitkin, who isin the first 
class, and Miss Isabel Clare Evans of Mason 
College, Birmingham, in the second, while 
the zoological bhcnors are all taken by men. 

In the mathematical honor list the names 
of women do not appear, nor in that for zo- 
ology. In science generally the female stu- 
dents can hardly be said to be pre-eminently 
successful, while in modern languages other 
than English they bave secured far more 
than the aver: ge proportion of the honors 
due to their numbers. 

To the doctrinaires who maintain the abso- 
lute identity of the intellectual powers in the 
two sexes, the publication ofthese results 
must be the reverse of gratifving; while to 
those who recognize the rapid perception 
and great intellectual acuteness of well- 
trained girls, the list will not be surprising. 
That young women should prove better lin- 
guists than men of a similar age is what 
every experienced educator expected. That 
they -houid not be equal to them inp abstract 
or practical science will dissppoint no one, 
except those crotchety individuals whose con- 
clusions can hardly be excused even on the 
ground of their want of experience,

COLONIAL LAWS. . ‘ 


How Our Puritan Forefathers 
lated Public Morals. 
New York Letter to Troy Times. ;

None of our 
ports libraries have so complete a work; for 
hough they may have colonial laws, not one 
has a collection equally perfect. This set be-

The earliest protection to 
industrv is found in an act passed in 1694 to 
enable Isaac Lanser to set up a mill for mak-

An act for the — 
encouragement of whaling, passed inl | 
forbids any detention to such Indians as are 
going wbalefishing. Krom this we may infer | 
that whales abounded in Longe Isiand 
and were easily caught by tishermen 
canoes.

TIPPLING CHRISTIANS, 
An act of the same year forthe ‘“preven- 
tion of immorality’? provides that a “Chris- 
tian getting drunk shall be fined three shil- 
lings,”? while a negro or Indian guilty of the 
saine Offense, or “talking impudentiy to a~- 
Christian shall be whipped, not exceeding 
forty lashes.” In 1714 an act was passed 
granting Gerritt De Graw the sole right to 
catch porpoises for seven years. In i175 an 
act was passed authoriziog the first issue of 
colonial paper money, termed ‘*‘bilis of cred- 
it.” The latterwas made a legal tender, 
and all refusing to accept such payments 
were to forfeit their claims. 
No one who bad goods for saie was to make 
any difference in price when payment was 
made in paper under penaity of £2 
on every £5. Provision was also made for the 
redemption of worn-out bills by a new issue, 
just as is now done at the Treasury,and they 
were to be punched when cancelled, a custom 
still practiced. In 1721 an act was passed 
laying out “the road to the ferry to the town 
of Breuckland,” and just ten years afterward 
the first law in reference to pilotage was 
passed. Pilots were licensed and were re- 
quired to provide a suitabie boat to meet 
ships at Sandy Hook. In 1732 a bill was 
passed to “farm” the excise—that is, to let 
out to the highest bidder the privilege of eoije 
lecting excise rates, and this custom was’ 
mainta'ned for many years, yielding a reve- 
nue of £500, 
USURY LAWS. 

In 17384 the gauge of wagons was fixed by 
law,and the farms in New York were pro- 
tected from the invasion of hunters. Three 
years later the first usury law was passed, 
limiting interest to seven r cent, a rate 
which remained in force until within the past _ 
three years. The penalty for taking a greater 
rate was forfetiure of thrice the amount to 
the government, Brokers were allowed a 
commission of ten shillings on every $100 
obtained by them, but no more under penaliy 
of $20. In 1760 New York had two custom- 
house officers, wbo collected the duties and 
paid them to ihe Colonial Treasurer, The 
same year a law was passed providing for the 
consiruction of ‘ta road from Scotaek to 
Greenbush,” and the commissioners were 
Schermerhoro and Van Vaikenburgh, names 
thatare still found in old Schodack. A road 
was also ordered from ‘Scaycook to Haif- 
moon,” aad the commissioners (De Wandeler 
and Knickerbocker) are weli-known Schach- 
ticoke names. 

TRINITY’S TITLE. 

I find thatin 1717 an act was passed can- 
celing the lease heid by Trinity Church of tie 
King’s farm at a yeuriy rent of sixty bushels 
of wheat. Another ‘unreasonable grant” (as 
it was termed) was also repealed at ithe same 
time, this being done in order tu protect pub- 
lic interest. Trinity, however, contrived te 
evade the law, and continued to hold until 
possession sauctioned a title which is essen- 
tiallv illegal. Even the trifling rent of sixty 
busbels of wheat was disconiinued, and ibe 
church retains this princely estate regardless 
of the petty terms on which it was first 
vyranted. As the land was the “King’s 
fa‘m,’”? it should bLave been confiscated, put 
influences were exercised which prevented 
the claims of the public weal.

The genera] condition of the crop as set 
forth in these reports is very good, and the 
acreage planted generally larger than last 
year. In Kentucky, Tennessee, Texas, 
Missouri, Kansas and Nebraska 
more land was put into corn than 
ever before, aud the prospects in these 
States are in the main very good. In Texas 
the crop is made, and, only that most planters 
are engaged in picking cotton, the corn 
crop would now bé barvested and moving 
into market. In Kentucky and Tennessee 
the crop‘is mude—out of all danger. Early 
frosts in the more Northern States may have 
the effect of shortening the yield. Lllinois 
makes the poorest report of all, both as re- 
gards acreage aud condition, bul 
that State will probably have afaircrop. In 
most of the States above Kentucky the crop 
will be ready for market in November. How 
the old crop of corn has been exhausted is 
shown by nine-teoths of the reports from all 
the States stating that there is no old corn on 
hand. 

TEXAS. 

Reports from this Siate show a generally 
increased acreage, ruuning jJfrom gacreage 
game as iast year to larger. The prospects 


are fair to good, but the crop is made and a | 


great deal is still standing in the fields, as the 
planters are devoting all their time to cotton 
picking. The new crop is now in shape to 
ship in some sections, while in others it will 
be October before the corn is ready to move.

It is not generally taken inte consideration 
t hat the result of ice-cold drinks is an imme- 
diate chilling and achecking of the diges- 
tive organs. A slight relief may follow the 


imbibing of such potations, but a» re- 
laxation of everything concerned 
speedily ensues, attended by a rise of 


seVeral degrees inthe human thermometer. 
This, of course, is mainly induced by altohoi, 
vut even if the latter be omitted the stomach 
will remain full of ice water, to which is at- 
‘ributed the prevalence of Bright’s disease. 
In this land of drinks there is no beverage so 
useful as the great class of aerated com- 
pounds, of which ‘*soda’’is the chief expo- 
nent. Iced coffee made with soda-water is 
an accepted beverage, as also is iced tea, 
made either with agua pura or soda-water. 
The apparatus which enables mankind 
to enjoy the boon of soda and 


artificial mineral waters is the invention of 
Mr. John Maithews of New York, and tnese 
are exportedin great numbers to Europe.

thirst. The vreat drink- of LHoglish athletes 
is ‘“shandy-gail,”’ a beveraye very <ittle 
known in this country. itis made of eqn! 
quantities of ale and ginger hbeer—not 
aie, nor yet the Chemical siuff tn use uete— 
and should be properiv iced. Ginger beer is 
rarely met with in the United Siate-; but the 
mixture With ginger ale, imported,is reiresh- 
ing aud satisiving. The recent perfecting 
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earbolic acid gas, haS given Prise to the in: 
dustry of making sparkling wines out of ibe 
product of the American grape. Neverthe- 
less, there is a must unreasonable neglect of 
poth American and Hungarian wines, which 
are pure and cheap, for alieged claret, anc 
thia notwitostaunding the fact that most of 
the Bordeaux exportation is not elaret at ali. 
American wines bave uever had 4 fair show, 
but by those who have used them they are 
esteemed for their purity aud flevor. 

Tie “mixed drink” is the American’s chief 
boast. He delights in it, and devotes his in- 
venuity totne invention «f new kind-. Ia 
fact, some Yecome famous through the dis- 
covery of a palatial compound. ‘Gin tizz”’ is 
one of the Jatest. tis simpie, and the most 
inexpert of bar-tenders can not fail to com- 
pound it.

Mint iced water and 
champagne isgrowing into disfavor, being 
only resorted to by seaside bathers, who, 
after a dip in the waves, find it iuvigorating. 
“Osceola,’’? made of the syrup of orgeat, 
Santa Cruzrum, a bottle of soda and the 
juice of two lemons, is a delightful compound, 
aS is also “Ned Stokes’ cocktail.’ 
This latter is made of strawberry juice and 
brandy in the proportion of three iv two, 
Lotus Club Punch, consisting of strong Eng- 
lish breakfast tea, lemon juice and svuda, is 
invigorating, though not aicobolic.

drinks have yet scarcely bad afairshow in 
Europe, not perhaps being in harmony wich 
the genius of foreign institutions, ‘*Cherry 
Cobbier” has become acciimated abroad, botb 
in Eongland and France, as bas also a ‘ka- 
mous American Cocktail Eye-opener’—one 
of the drinks supposititious to the United 
States, with *‘American’”? names too luried 
and impossible even for the authors of dime 
novels. Ail English drinks ofthe immature 
age of two decades are, in fact, dubbed 
‘American.’ Gin punch, supposed to have 
been fotroduced by Theodore Hook at the 
Garrick Club, really had its origin in 
New York. The recipe is: “Pour 
palf a pint of gin on the outer peel of a lem- 
on, a littie lemon juice,a glass of maraschi- 
no,a pint anda quarter of water, and two 
bottles of acid soda.’’

'centh century to be represented by Le Figa- 
co—not by Chateaubriand, not by Victor 
Hugo, Lamartine, Michelet, Auguste Comte, 
Renan, Claude Bernaid, Pasteur—but by Le 
Figaro. 

ihe Frenchman abroad, whatever be his 
polllicai opinions, reads Le Figaro; whether 
he be at Dumascus, Pekin or Melbourne, the 
igaro comes tv him with an odor of the 
boulevard, and is a:ways opened with de- 
iigut. Le Figaro inserts long articles, both 
uiltra-loyalist and ultra-cierical, of which 
-ome,itis said, are writtenin good faith; 
but itissv much paper wasted. Le Figarv 
is not read for them, 1t is for i's spicy gossip 
bat we take it up, for. its indiscreet way of 
taking peeps at private life, for its theatrical 
news, its green-room gossip, its bits of scan- 
da!, and especially when we believe them 
(aise, Yuu like it as you like the good bar- 
ver of Seville, who tells vouthe news while 
cutting your hair or shaving vou. Thereare 
very often days when Le Figaro is worthy of 
its name,

kno«~n Acadeinicians, eminent in letters and 
sciences, sucn as M. Mezieres, M. Wuriz, aud 
M. Bertholot, sign their articies. 

Le J uroai des Debats was born with the 
age. After La Gazette de France, it is the 
oldest of our political papers; it is, I think, 
the besi Known ubroad; it has always been 
liberal; for eleven years it bas been republi- 
can—wWisely, prudeatly and courageously so! 
Of ail our papers itis the one which bas sup- 
plied the most members of the Academie, 
which meap® inso mauy Words that its con- 
tributors write a language which is very cor- 
rect and vervelegant. Cbhateaubnmand, Pro- 
vost-Paradol, Saint-Mare, Garardin, De sacy, 
Bersot und Janin, ali wrote for Le Journa, 
des Debats in the past, just as MM.

A Potsoned Mosquito. 
From the Louisville Courier-Journal. 

A very remarkable case of blood-poisoninvg 
from therbite of an insect occurred a few days 
ago, and will probably terminate fataliv. Oa 
last Wednesday afternoon Mr. J. W. Krack, 
who Keeps a grocery at the corner of Jackson 
and Gray streets, was sitting in his store, 
when a morquito that had been buzzing 
around bis bead tighted on the left side of his 
neck and bit bim. Ue brushed the insect off, 
and, although a smali lump appeared in the 
piace, he paid no attention to it and the sore- 
ness s00n passed away. The next morning 
ne began to feel shooting pains in his neck 
and breast, and his head began to ache terri- 
bly and swelied to twice its natural size, 
while the spot on his neck where he had been 
bitten Was 80 sore that he could not 
touch it. He did not know whatto make of 
this, and applied some simple remedy, but it 
did no good. Dr. Leachman was called in 
and discovered that he was suffering from 
bivod-poisoning. Everything possible was 
done for his relief, but ne continued to grow 
worse, and on Saturday was delirious and 
laboring under a high fever, while his face, 
neck and body were much swollen. On Sun- 
day afternoon he appeared to grow better, 
and the sweiliag went down somewhat, but 
vesterday afiernoon all the dangerous symp- 
tons returned, and last night he was in a very 
critical condition, and but little hopes are 
entertained for bis recovery. The physicians 
who examined the casethink it a case of 
biood-poisoning from the bite of a musquito, 
and think the insect must have been on 
some dead carcass and got the poison in its 
bill.
